Reciprocity aud Coiilcdcraliou. 
Tlio boy who louvos lioino ia souroh 
of wealth, looks lorward with oagor- 
ness, ^to- the day when ho can roturn 
lad on with tho fruit ot his labor; anil 
wboD be has seourod tho object of h\A 
toil, nowhgro oxhibita it with bo much 
pride as at'the old homestead. It may 
bo a mere aontiraont, ridiculous in tho 
eye of the philoacphor 3 but it ia 
human nature. As colonists, wo bavo 
a dosiro to stand well at " homo " — 
to Icol that wo merit and enjoy the 
gocil opinion of tho mother country j 
and no mat tor how absorbed we may 
become in the varied pursuits of life — 
no mulLor how many neas may roll 
between uh and tho dear old land to 
wliieh we owe allegiance —no mutter 
if decades of years have ^ono Iheir 
■weary round, bringing iniHiortuno to 
the many, hucccsb to tho few — the 
British American's thoughts are ever 
turned ia tho diructiou ol tho 
motherland, trying to sift from 
tho expressions of tho " fourth 
estate " tho real sentiments of 
the English people towards tho 
Colony .qr Province in which ho has 
settled' (iown. Every British American, 
when he sees the Colony with which 
he is connected advancing in wealth 
and population, interest and import*, 
anoo, turns with a glow of manly prido 
to watub the effect of its auocoss upon 
the iubtberland. Particularly does 
this feeling prevail at tho present day 
ia .iiitish North America, whoro the 
abrogation of the Eociprocily Treaty 
with tho United IStatos has thrown the 
provinces upon their own resources, 
and taugh*. them to depend upon their 
own exertions rati""' than upon tho 
amiability ot their American neigh- 
bors for tho preservation of their com- 
moreial interests. A late number of tho 
Westminster Review contains an able 
paper on tho Reciprocity Treaty, which 
docs not deny that thai measure has 
proved of great advantage to the 5 
provinoos. " In 1851," says tho writer, 
"Canada had no railways in operation ; 
tho ton years between 1850 and ISGO, 
witnessed the construction of 2093 
miles; Nova Scotia and New Brun-., 
wick have built over 300 miles also. 
Five years ago there were only two 
coal mines being worked in Nova 
Scotia ; now there are thirty. In 
1850, only 95,00O tons of coals were 
raised ; in 1865, tho yiold increased to 
053,8;')-!: tons. Tho gold product of 
18g5 was tweiity-fivo per cent, over 
that of preceding years, the amount 
takon out in that year being equal to 
84(10,000; the imports liaving risen 
from S8.-l-lS,042 in 1802, to Sl4,3S l,(i02 
in 1865 ; while there wore exiiorted 
§7,000^000 worth of her own produc- 
tions — more in proportion than Cana- 
da over sent out in one year. And 
this enterprising province now hrs 
3898 vessels of a registered wortu of 
813,347,600 engaged in trade. Tho 
revenue of New Brunswick in 185O 
was 3416,348 ; by 1860 it had doubled. 
In one year §175,000 had been ex- 
pended in building roads. The other 
j)rovlnou8 have advanced raatorialiy, 
every year exhibiting an increase of 
exports rnd imports. Newfoundland, 
with its 130,000 people, of whom 
30,000 are hardy sailors employed in 
too fisheries, has a revenue higlior in 
proportina to lno jjopulation than any 
of the Hritish Ni.illi A.incri(;:iri ])i-ov- 
inecs." Tho woiuJerful strides wliieh 
•ho provinces have takof in attribut- 
aldo in the main to tbu influence of the 
Itociprocit)' Treaty 'vith tho IJniled 
Stales, which was only the other day 
ai)rogate i, and tbo repeal of which, it 
bus been frequonlly assorted, would 
destroy tho trade of the provineos and 
reduce thorn, if the}' remained append- 
ages of the British Crown, to tho luw 
level that they occupied sixteen years 
ago, The high prolootivo tariff which 
tho abrogation of the Treaty has im- 
posed on articles of foreign production 
imp((rled into the United States, 
it was expected woujd cooroo tho 
Canadians into Aunoxation. Canada, 
with its lOOO miles of frontier, would 
bo u valualiie uc'|uisiLion to ilic United 
States now, when they iire attoiiipting 
to wall themselves in by tbo imiiosi- 
tion of protective diiti(\s. Uaiiiula anil 
the lovvcr jirovinces 111:13- become ibo 
distributing depot for lureign goods 
Over the whole Coiilineiit. If 'Janada 
went into ilio Union, the other prov- 
inces, and the vast Jled liiver territory, 
could not long resist the pressure. 
And were Britain to lose her foothold 
in America, a noD'intoroourse policy, 
Bucli OS. ^i>at advocated in tho United 
Slntefl So'nito ly Senator Chandler, 
extending from tbo Efo Grando to 
Labrador,', wonld carry with it serious 
conHoquoncoB to British coramerco. 
JJnt the loyalty of tbo British Amcri- 
CHflH has never ebono out stronger or 



brighter than andor the e^trftordinbry 
pressure brought to bear by tbo power- 
ful neighbor wbioh'almost overshadows 
with its greatnosa our great mother- 
it is true that upon provincial lumber, 
grain, breadstuffs, wool, coal and fish, 
tho doors of tho American market 
have boon closed ond double-locked; 
but tbero has been no repining or 
despairing on the part of our Eastern 
brethren— no cry of '^Annexation" 
raised among them. On tho contrary, 
what do wo find tho Canadians doing 7 
To counteract thu policy of tho United 
States, the rrovinces havo sent out 
comraissionors to the West Indies ami 
to Brazil, Hooking to Bu'i.^tituto row 
markuts for that from which it soems 
to bo determined to excludo thoin ; 
and si; far il»e prof-pccls aro encourag- 
ing. In addition to this, tliey contoni- 
plato a readjuEtment of their turilfs so 
as to make their country tho ohoapest 
to live in, and tho most nttraotivc to 
foreign labor and foreign caiiitul. No 
retaliatory measures are threatened. 
Tbo disposition is to throw off every 
shacklo that fettered trade. It is 
thought, therefore, and with good 
reason, (bat the disturbance of colonial 
trade will bo but temporary. Even 
taking it for gi'antcd that a high pi o- 
tectivo tariff will bo oflaoacious in seal- 
ing up tbo United States against Ih-i 
staples of tho Provinces, the Colonists 
can look confidently to tho C8labli8h.^ 
m uit of an intercolonial trade, and n 
direct foreign trade, whioli shall make 
u)) for all that ttiey have lost, and re- 
lievo thoin from tho embarnis.iments 
of a supposed dependency. Tho 
m' ritimo provinces will take Canadian 
flour, and will soiul in roturn coal and 
fish, without needing the United 
States moi-chants to act as luiddloiiien. 
Instead of sending provincial lumber, 
grain and fish to New York, to be 
thence exported by United Stales 
shippers to Brazil, Cuba, the \Vest 
Indies, Hayti, Australia, Toru and 
Africa, the colonist will henceforth 
have a greater share of tho profits of 
tho products of his own oountr}'. 
Thus, instead of the abrogation of tho 
treaty proving a means of coercing tho 
Provinces into ' the Union, it has bad 
the effect of making them more selfs 
reliant, more vigorous and more loyal 
to tbo British Crown. It has taught 
the people that if they wonld estab- 
lish thoir commorco on an enduring 
ba^is, thoy must not I'oly upon i-hu 
whims and caprices of a powerful 
rival. The merchant, tbo mechanic 
and tlio fanner were prepared lor the 
new order of things boforo tlio ex- 
jjiration of tho treaty, and tbo wisdom 
of confederation became aiJinircnl to 
those who boforo had looked upon 
tho scheme with coldness. Tho 
Provinces now feel that they are no 
longer isolated sottlcmoi, ts, but vigor- 
ous communities baviug interests in 
common which make the prosperity 
of one the prosperity of all. Thoy 
know more of each other now, and 
the instinuts of a common nationality 
urge them to provide against a com- 
rnnn danger. Times have changed 
since they ap]>ourod first at Washing- 
ton to solicit reciprocity in trade. 
Tlioii tiioy wore Weak and poor; ihjw 
they aio vigijrous and well to do. 'fhen 
thoy wore insigiiilicaut and spiritless ; 
now I hoy feel that thoir country has 
a spleiulid destiny, and they are ready 
to lay a bold hand on the commorco 
of more than one Continent.
